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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art clearly teaches all the limitations 
as claimed, all the limitations as argued are nevertheless being met and addressed in the previous final rejection, dated 12/19/05. 
Applicant argued in substance that the provisional does not make any mention of determining a capability of a device and because the 
request already contains the specific transformation to use for conversion of the data, there is no need to determine the capability of the 
device. Examiner respectfully traverses applicant's remark: The request from the device to the system identifies what transformation to 
use to transform the HTML document, therefore the device's capability (i.e. a format compliant with or supported by the device) is 
determined from the request [provisional application, pg.
